THE  GOLDEN  DAFFODILS 
HARBINGERS  OF  SPRING 

Perhaps  no  other  indication  of  spring  gives  us  quite  uhe 
delicious  thrill  as  the  first  peeping  shoots  of  the  daffo- 
dils in  some  sheltered  part  of  the  garden.  The  uplifted 
slender  green  spears  standing  amidst  the  ice  and  snow 
are  usually  the  first  sign  that  winter  is  about  gone. 

The  Daffodils  are  too  easily  grown  to  call  forth  the  glow- 
ing enthusiasm  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled.  They 
ask  for  no  attendants,  require  no  special  culture  and 
yet  grow  on  year  after  year,  blooming  in  profusion  and 
increasing  in  beauty  and  numbers,  as  well  as  value. 
Naturalizing  bulbous  plants  of  many  kinds  is  becoming 
very  popular  and  for  this  purpose  daffodils  are  unex- 
celled. When  planted  in  parks,  partially  shaded  wood- 
lands, rough  out-lying  parts  of  the  grounds,  or  among 
shrubbery,  they  thrive  and  multiply  and  soon  form  large 
colonies.  Enough  of  each  variety  should  be  planted  to  in- 
sure a distinct  effect  before  passing  on  to  the  next  sort. 
Twenty-five  to  a hundred  of  a variety  makes  a very 
distinctive  group. 

Practically  all  Daffodils  thrive  in  full  sun,  yet  all  will 
stand  some  shade.  A good  rule  to  follow  is,  the  paler  the 
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j flower  the  more  shade  it  enjoys.  Also  all  the  varieties 
with  soft  yellow  or  scarlet  cups  will  hold  their  colors 
, much  better  when  given  some  shade. 

The  paler  varieties  of  the  Incomparabilis,  Barrii, 
Leedsii  and  Poeticus  groups  as  well  as  the  White  Trum- 
pet  sorts  like  partially  shaded  places.  The  Poeticus  vari- 
eties are  best  for  planting  around  ponds  or  along  the 
I banks  of  a stream  or  other  generally  damp  location. 

The  Poetaz  and  double  varieties  prefer  a place  in  the 
I open  garden. 

I Daffodils  thrive  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  U.  S.  The 
::  best  time  to  plant  is  Aug.  and  Sep.  But  planting  may  be 
done  up  to  Nov.  with  good  results,  but  earlier  the  better 
and  during  dry  weather  if  possible.  Any  good  garden  soil 
will  do.  The  situation  must  be  well  drained  and  where 
no  water  will  stand  during  the  winter. 

When  grown  in  beds,  or  in  groups  in  Die  border  for 
exhibition  or  cut  flowers,  the  most  satisfactory  way  to 
plant  is;  Remove  the  soil  from  the  area  to  be  planted 
to  a depth  of  six  to  ten  inches;  Fill  in  with  plenty  of 
old  well  rotted  manure  and  bone  meal.  Spade  and  mix 
this  well  with  the  subsoil,  then  smooth  off  and  cover 
with  clean  soil  or  pure  sand,  as  the  bulbs  must  not  come 
in  contact  with  the  manure.  Set  the  bulbs  on  this  three 
to  eight  inches  apart,  depending  on  size  and  variety. 
When  set,  the  tops  of  bulbs  should  be  four  inches  below 
the  ground  level.  Fill  in  top  soil  over  the  bulbs.  Daffo- 
dils should  have  four  inches  of  soil  on  top  of  the  bulbs 
in  medium  light  or  sandy  soil.  Not  so  deep  if  heavy  clay. 
Some  Daffodils, . especially  the  Long  Trumpets,  make 
enormous  bulbs.  These  require  more  room  than  those 
with  smaller  bulbs.  A good  rule  to  follow  is,  leave  an 
open  space  between  the  bulbs  of  three  times  their 
diameter. 

A mulch  of  old  well  rotted  manure  in  late  fall  and  win- 
ter is  very  beneficial.  In  colder  parts  of  our  country 
where  the  temperature  drops  much  below  zero,  they 
should  have  a covering  of  leaves,  straw,  or  other  litter, 
after  the  ground  is  frozen. 

In  spring  when  the  flower  buds  begin  to  appear  a few 
applications  of  very  weak  liquid  manure  will  give  the 
largest  size  exhibition  blooms.  This  does  not  injure  the 
bulbs.  In  good  garden  soil  if  top-dressed  with  fertilizer 
every  fall,  they  can  usually  be  left  for  four  years  before 
the  bulbs  become  too  crowded  to  bloom. 

When  lifting  is  necessary  do  it  directly  after  the  foliage- 
dies  down.  Store  the  clumps  as  they  come  from  the 
ground,  in  a shady  dry  place  for  three  weeks,  then  sep- 
arate the  bulbs,  remove  the  old  coats  and  roots,  store 
in  cool  dry  place  in  shallow  boxes  or  trays  until  planting 
time.  Never  leave  them  out  of  the  ground  where  the  sun 
shines  on  them  as  this  is  very  injurious. 

Regarding  quarantine  No.  37  on  foreign  Daffodil  bulbs. 
Also  its  relation  to  the  present  high  prices.  In  two  or 
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three  years  prior  to  this  embargo  going  into  effect  the 
wholesale  price  of  these  bulbs  increased  from  25  to  75 
per  cent.  This  with  the  very  low  quality  of  stock  that 
was  admitted  in  1924  and  1925  has  made  the  cost  of 
planting  stock  very  high  for  the  American  grower. 

Also  the  American  grower  is  under  direct  and  very  strict 
supervision  of  the  State  and  U.  S.  department  of  Agri- 
culture. We  are  compelled  to  take  expensive  precautions 
that  were  never  imposed  on  the  foreign  grower,  or  our 
own  importers  when  they  were  bringing  in  infected  bulbs. 
As  to  being  able  to  produce  these  bulbs  of  quality  equal 
to  those  grown  in  Europe. 

At  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Field  Station 
at  Bellingham,  Washington,  where  experiments  have 
been  carried  on  for  many  years  with  these  and  other 
bulbs,  it  has  been  proven  conclusively  that  daffodil  bulbs 
can  be  produced  on  Puget  Sound  that  are  not  only  equal 
but  SUPERIOR  in  quality  for  every  purpose  to  the 
European  product. 

Of  course,  as  in  any  new  and  rapidly  developing  in- 
dustry, there  are  some  people  growing  these  bulbs  that 
are  unfamiliar  with  their  requirements  and  proper 
methods  of  curing  and  grading  their  stocks.  Thus  a few 
inferior  bulbs  may  find  their  way  into  the  markets  and 
give  disappointment,  but  we  make  bold  to  assert  that 
within  five  years,  the  growers  of  Puget  Sound  alone, 
will  be  able  to  supply  all  demands  for  these  bulbs  and 
that  the  quality  will  be  superior  in  every  way  to  those 
formally  imported  from  Europe.  Also  prices  will  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  before  the  embargo. 

At  present  the  price  of  these  bulbs  are  high  and  will  no 
doubt  continue  so  until  the  supply  equals  the  demand. 
Our  prices  are  based  on  heavy  double  nosed  mother 
bulbs.  No  larger  or  finer  were  ever  obtained  anywhere. 
These  will  produce  blooms  of  highest  quality  the  first 
season. 

Some  growers  and  dealers  make  a specialty  of  small 
round  bulbs  for  the  mail  order  trade.  Of  course  the 
price  of  these  are  lower,  but  they  must  be  grown  for 
two  years  in  your  garden  before  producing  first  class 
blooms.  We  prefer  to  fill  your  order  with  the  highest 
quality  exhibition  stock.  But  on  a fair  sized  order  if 
you  prefer  the  smaller  bulbs,  we  shall  be  pleased  to 
quote  special  prices.  We  are  also  prepared  to  quote 
special  prices  and  fill  orders  for  large  quantities  for 
naturalizing  and  cut  flower  purposes. 

In  our  list  we  use  the  classification  adopted  by  the  Royal 
Horicultural  Society  of  England  which  divides  this  genus 
into  eleven  distinct  divisions  or  groups. 

Some  confusion  exists  in  regard  to  the  proper  name  of 
this  genus.  Narcissus  is  the  Latin  name,  Daffodil  is  the 
common  or  English;  Either  is  correct.  The  term  Jonquil 
has  largely  been  applied  by  the  florist  trade  to  all  the 
Long  Trumpet  varieties.  This  is  very  erroneous  as  the 
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Jonquils  are  a very  small  group  of  tnis  genus,  with 
rush-like  foliage. 

For  the  last  few  years  all  our  stocks  after  being  dug  and 
cured  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  before  being 
transplanted.  This  with  rigid  inspections  by  the  State 
Horticultural  Inspectors  during  the  growing  and  bloom- 
ing season  has  practically  eliminated  the  Narcissus  fly 
(the  chief  cause  of  this  embargo)  from  our  plantings. 
All  daffodil  bulbs  we  transplant  or  sell  are  carefully 
sterilized  in  accordance  with  the  rules  promulgated  by 
the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  Each  shipment  ^^ears  a 
certificate  from  the  State  or  Federal  authorities  certify- 
ing to  this  fact. 

In  describing  a daffodil  bloom  the  outer  row  of  petals 
are  termed  perianth,  the  trumpet  or  cup  is  the  inner 
part  of  the  flower.

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BEARDED  IRIS 

(POGONIRIS) 

The  Bearded  Iris  has  been  voted  America’s  most  popu- 
lar, hardy  perennial  flowering  plant.  The  reason  for 
this  popularity  is  easy  to  explain.  No  other  flower  is  so 
easily  grown  or  so  adapted  to  such  a wide  range  of  soil 
and  climate  conditions. 

They  thrive  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  no  especial  care  in  planting  or  culture  is  necessary, 
the  only  essential  requirements  being  a well  drained 
situation  in  full  sun.  The  plants  require  practically  no 
attention  beyond  a resetting  about  every  four  years. 
More  and  flner  flowers  are  of  course  obtained,  when 
cultivation,  fertilization  and  irrigation  are  given  them. 
The  uses  for  Iris  are  numerous.  In  the  rock  garden  or 
herbaceous  border.  Along  walks,  drives,  fences,  shrub- 
bery borders,  or  near  the  water-side  suitable  locations 
may  be  found.  Wonderful  landscape  effects  may  oe  ob- 
tained by  planting  in  broad  masses  along  the  margin  of 
a pond  or  stream  or  other  outlying  parts  of  the  grounds. 
The  Dwarf  and  Intermediate  varieties  are  excellent  for 
rock  work  and  edgings,  also  for  planting  in  front  of  tlie 
taller  and  later  blooming  kinds. 

Plant  Iris  where  other  plants  refuse  to  grow.  On  dry 
banks  and  poor  soil  they  will  stand  the  test  of  almost 
any  location. 

Most  varieties  increase  fairly  rapidly.  With  only  ord- 
inary care  a single  rhizome  should  produce  8 — 12 
blooming  size  plants  the  second  season  after  planting. 
So  even  with  only  a few  of  the  choice  varieties  to  start 
with  you  can  soon  have  a wonderful  start  of  this  glori- 
ous flower  at  a very  moderate  cost. 

The  best  time  to  plant  is  immediately  after  blooming, 
the  sooner  the  better.  This  enables  the  plants  to  make 
sufficient  root-growth  before  winter  to  insure  blooming 
the  following  season.  The  first  winter  after  planting  a 
light  covering  of  straw  or  other  litter  is  advisable,  mere- 
ly to  prevent  the  rhizomes  from  being  heaved  out  by 
freezing  and  thawing. 

Prepare  the  ground  well.  Dig  deep  and  add  plenty  of 
lime  and  bone  meal.  All  Bearded  Iris  love  lime  and 
loathe  manure  in  any  form.  Plant  shallow  barely  cover- 
ing the  tops  of  the  rhizomes.  Water  well  once  when 
planting  and  press  the  soil  around  them  firmly.  Do  not 
water  any  more  until  they  start  to  grow.  Dry  weather 
won’t  hurt  them  but  too  much  water  may. 

After  the  soil  is  settled  the  fall  rains  should  expose  the 
tops  of  the  rhizomes.  This  is  to  their  liking  as  they  grow 
naturally  this  way. 

A top  dressing  of  bone  meal  and  lime  every  fall  is 
beneficial  and  with  clean  cultivation  and  a little  irriga- 
tion just  before  the  blooming  season  exhibition  quality 
blooms  are  assured. 
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For  massing,  we  advise  planting  single  rhizomes  about  a i 
foot  apart  each  way.  They  will  soon  spread  and  cover  the  i 
entire  surface.  For  specimen  clumps  in  beds  or  borders  ! 
and  for  quick  effect,  plant  in  groups  of  at  least  three  or  i 
more  of  a variety.  Set  these  8 — 12  inches  apart,  cut  ends  'i 
facing  in,  and  the  following  season  after  planting  you 
will  have  a clump  to  be  proud  of.  In  our  list  we  quote  ; 
attractive  prices  on  sets  of  three. 

In  1922,  the  American  Iris  Society  published  a Sym- 
posium, giving  a value  rating  to  some  2000  varieties. 
These  ratings  were  carefully  compiled  by  a jury  of 
twenty -five  members  (from  various  parts  of  the  U.  S.) 
selected  as  capable  Iris  experts.  While  we  may  not  all 
agree  with  these  ratings,  they  are  a wonaerful  guide  to 
purchasers.  This  was  a great  step  forward  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  better  varieties  of  Iris,  for  the  Society 
recommends  that  commercial  growers  discard  all  vari-  | 
eties  rating  below  60  as  they  are  unworthy  of  propaga-  | 
tion.  We  have  gone  farther  than  this,  and  with  a few  1 
exceptions  set  our  standard  above  75. 

New  varieties  are  introduced  so  fast  .-lat  no  one  can 
grow  them  all.  We  want  only  the  best  and  are  constantly 
planting  newer  ones.  Any  that  are  worthy  and  stand  the 
test  in  our  fields  under  ordinary  conditions  will  be  auu-  ]| 
ed  to  our  list  as  stock  permits. 

We  have  discarded  scores  of  varieties,  some  of  them 
the  newer  and  higher  priced  ones  that  have  proven  to 
be  worthless  in  our  soil  and  climate.  Also  some  of  them 
were  inferior  in  every  way  to  cheaper  ones  already  in 
our  collection. 

We  have  grown  all  the  varieties  offered  in  our  list  for 
at  least  two  seasons  and  will  recommend  all  of  them  as 
being  worthy  a place  in  any  garden  and  with  ordinary 
care  give  entire  satisfaction. 

Our  descriptions  are  taken  partly  from  the  bulletins  of 
the  American  Iris  Society,  but  mostly  from  our  own  ob- 
servations in  the  field.  The  height  and  season  of  bloom  is 
given  as  under  ordinary  field  conditions.  This  season  we 
shall  check  this  more  closely  and  give  you  the  benefit  in 
our  next  list. 

The  three  upright  petals  of  an  Iris  bloom  are  termed 
standards  (S),  the  three  lower  or  drooping  ones  falls

yet  been  voted  on.  All  new  varieties  must  be  registered 
with  the  Society  for  five  years  before  they  receive  a 
rating.

That  they  should  be  planted  as  soon  after  the  bloom- 
ing season  as  possible  and  for  best  results  reset*  about 
every  fourth  year. 

That  they  have  only  two  enemies,  shade  and  excess 
water  and  should  be  planted  in  well  prepared  soil  in  a 
sunny  well  drained  location  on  raised  beds  if  necessary. 

That  they  loathe  manure  and  love  lime  and  com- 
mercial fertilizer,  ri.:h  in  phosphate  and  potash;  Bone 
meal  is  also  excellent.  Clean  culture  gives  best  results.
